Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The most relevant art of record, Guevara (US 6,086,571) discloses in one embodiment an 
absorbent garment having a fastener with spaced apart and disconnected elastic elements but 
does not disclose or fairly suggest that the elastic portions are separated from the main body of 
the absorbent article (see fig. 5). Toyoda (US 5,916,207) provides a similar disclosure (see fig. 
1). Niether Guevara or Toyoda disclose or suggest that the elastic portions are spaced from one 
or both of the fastener's side edges by non-elasticized regions. Guevara discloses another 
embodiment where a single elastic portion forms a zig-zag pattern, that elastic portion is not 
oriented along a lateral direction and it is not a plurality of spaced apart and disconnected elastic 
elements nor does this embodiment suggest such limitations (see fig. 1).
